The Padan shoe factory was sold 


this morning to S. 0. Titus for $7,600. 
This includes the building, machinery, 
fixtures, etc., 
comprising the plant, 


which was appraised at §31,027.97. 
The sale is conditional upon the ap- 
proval of the probate judge. An order 
was made last week in probate court 
fixing $16,000 as the minimum price 
at which this plant could be sold. 
Representatives of creditors holding 
$125,000 of the $140,000 of claims 
were present this morning and agreed 
to the sale at the above price, and it 
will probably be confirmed. 


Mr. Titus stated to a Times reporter 


that he was buying it for himself, and 
if the sale is confirmed the factory will 
be occupied by the Star Shoe company. 
The present factory of the Star com- 
pany has a capacity of 500 pairs of 
shoes per day and the Padan factory 
has a capacity of 1,500 pairs, which 
will give the Star company three times 
its present capacity. 


The sale was set for 9 o'clock this 


morning, and at that hour the office at 
the Padan factory was fiHed with local 
shoe men, .foreign manufacturers and 
leather dealers, representatives of the 
creditors and others. Assignee Grice 
announced the order of the sale and 
Louis Hollmc-yer, of the firm of Griess, 
Flager & Co., of Cincinnati, one of 
the heaviest creditors, made a state- 
ment. He saiS that the leather men 
were anxious to sell-the leather and 
wanted to see the plant .in operation. 
They would agree to the sale of the 
plant at a less figure than that fixed by 
ihe probate court if necessary and was 
willing to do everything possible to 
have it sold • and put in operation. 
Just as a starter, he bid $3,000. S. O. 
Titos raised him $1,000, and the bid- 
ding continued briskly. 
The only 


other bidder was H. Kokeng, of the 
firm of Alter, Julian & Co., of Cincin- 
nati. 
Mr. Kokeng stated that he were 


bidding for himself individually, and 
had he secured the plant would have 
operate it; himself. . H. S. Grimes took 
a hand in- the bidding, raising Mr. 
Titus from |5,500 to $6,000, but quit 
at that. 
One hundred dollar raises 


were made by Messrs. Titus 
and 


Kokeng alternately, from that up to 
$7,GOO, when it was knocked down to 
Mr. Titus'. Messrs. Titus, Drew and 
Selby were-in consultation during the 
bidding, but the first named was the 
only one of the local dealers who bid. 
Otto Pflager and Ernst Rhem, Cincin- 
nati attorneys, who represent creditors 
holding $125,000 of the claims, stated 
that the sale would probably be con- 
firmed.' The assignee has in book 
accounts and other assets enough to 
pay all preferred claims, and it ia 
hardly probable that any of the general 
creditors will object to the sale, as it is 
doubtful if that amount could be rea- 
lized if sold in any other way. 


Frank Kehoe wanted a chance at a 


roll-top office desk, and Assignee Grice 
offered it next. 
Chas. Weber got it at 


$23.75, which is $1.25 less than the 
appraisement.

The game of ball Saturday afternoon 


between the Irontons and the Polos was 
one of the most exciting ever seen in 
the city.

SkifT Into the River at Beattyville and 


la Drowned Before His Young Play- 


• mate's Eyes—A Lesson and 'a 


Great "Warning. • 


Went Over the Bank. 


Miss Ida Morcer, while out bicycle 


riding yesterday afternoon, met with 
an accident near the street railroad 
trestle, and with her wheel took a 
tumble over tho bank under the trestle. 
She was bruised up considerably. 


While thoughtlessly playing in a 


skiff Sunday morning, Herbert Snyder, 
eight year's old, was drowned across 
the river at Beattyville, Ky. He, to- 
gether with three other small children, 
his sister and two sons of 0. & O. 
Section Foreman Crow, were down 
playing in tho river. They were all 
alone and amused themselves by get- 
ting in a skiff, which was tied to the 
shore, and pushing it out in the river 
as far as the slack chain would permit. 
It was reckless sport, but there was no 
one around to stop them. Once when 
the skiff was given a shove out in the 
river the chain broke, and the boat be- 
gan drifting out away from the shore. 
Only, the Snyder boy was „in the skiff 
at the time. The other boys on . the 
shore, realizing they had done some- 
thing dangerous, 
began screaming. 


The Snyder boy became frightened, 
and when the boat was about twenty 
feet from shore, he jumped out iu the 
water. The screams of the other child- 
ren attracted the attention of Sara 
Cooper aud others, but before they 
could get to the water's edge the boy 
had sunk for the last time. 


After twenty minutes seining, the 


body was recovered. It was. found 
right where he had jumped out of the 
boat. The little sister, who was stand 
ing on the bank, a witness to her 
brother's drowning, was frightened 
into hysterics and is in a critical condi- 
tion. 


The drowned lad was the son of John 


Snydor, who recently moved to Beatty- 
ville from Carter county. The father 
had started to Vanceburg only a few 
minutes before the drowning, 
and 


when overtaken and told of the sad 
occurrence, was nearly crazed with 
grief. 
Tho children had been warned 


several times to keep away from the 
river. 


The remains were taken to Vance- 


burg for burial this afternoon.
